The photographic essay on juvenile delinquency (pp. 97-105) 
—and the scientific way in which one advanced U.S. 
nity is fighting it as a public health problem and not as a 
crime—is in the best Lire medical tradition.

And it has been interesting to see how the medical hypotheses 
behind some photographic triumphs, such as the one on 
blood sludge (May 31, 1948) have been unproductive, which 
in scientific perspective can often be expected. 

As in world affairs, sports and entertainment, our journal- 
istic function in medicine has been to inform. Sometimes, 
however, we find that in addition to reporting things that 
happen we make things happen. Our eye-opening exposé of 
“Bedlam” in 1946 helped bring about important reforms in 
mental institutions all over the country which we were glad 
to be able to show in a follow-up story five years later. Our 
“Country Doctor” story (Sept. 20, 1948) produced a call 
from Hollywood to the subject and our “Blue Baby” story 
won an award from the National Society for Medical Re- 
search. Most gratifying, perhaps, is what happened to Nurse 
Midwife Maude Callen of Pineville, S.C. We telephoned her at 
work a few hours before this issue went to press and learned 
that Lire readers had contributed $29,000 since her story 
appeared in Lire on Dec. 3, 1951 and were still going strong.

WHAT TO D0 ABOUT JUVENILE CRIME 


According to the Children’s Bureau, about a 
million U.S. youngsters get into some kind 
of trouble with the police every year. One in 
every 50 kids is an official delinquent. They 
are responsible for 24% of all auto thefts. 
In the last five years juvenile crime has in- 
creased nearly 30%. 

Juvenile vandalism on school property 
costs the taxpayers of Chicago around $400,- 
000 annually; 22,082 school windows were 
smashed in Baltimore in one year, In De- 
troit kids broke into a public library branch, 
smashed glass cases, ripped rare books to 
pieces, heaped index cards on the floor and 
doused them with glue, stole movie projec- 
tion equipment. In California a gang of boys 
was arrested for burning a car and running 
it off a cliff into the Pacific: they “wanted 
to see the splash.” In Tacoma a ‘sensitive, 
model” boy, who didn’t know how to drive 
an au tomobile, murdered his mother because 
she wouldn’t let him take the family car. 
In New Bedford, Mass. five boys, aged 9 to 
13, slashed about $15,000 worth of store 
ii i cutters, then set fire to 


excitement when the fire engines cam 
s0 on—every city knows similar cases. 

What is to be done about this appalling 
nationwide situation? Everything from com- 
ic books to the decline of Sunday-school 


attendance has been blamed for i um 
clearance used to be the magic solution; but 
authorities no longer put all their faith in 
that, for more and more of the worst cases 
come from comfortable or wealthy homes. 

Experts claim that the U.S. is many years 
behind Great Britain and Scandinavia, where 
inclinations toward juvenile delinquency are 
detected early and, through educational tech- 
niques, nipped in the bud before they have 
a chance to grow. A Senate subcommittee 
under Hendrickson of New Jersey short- 
ly give an interim report on its study of the 
subject. But a national problem does not 
necessarily have a federal solution, this one 
least of all

The prior job of delinquency prevention is 
partly the responsibility of the communi 
Here again New Jersey can show the way in 
the city of Passaic, an industrial community 
of 60,000 where the school department's 
Children’s Bureau and volunteer organi: 
tions have recently all but eliminated gang 
life and arrests by an educational and recrea- 
tional program. Every citizen anywhere who 


ae time or money to boys’ clubs and simi- 
lar community activities is helping in a small 
way to prevent juvenile crime. 

But the source of juvenile delinquency, 
and the first place to prevent it, is the fam- 
ily. An immense proportion of kids in trou- 
ble come from homes where the parents are 
separated in spirit or in fact. As Psychiatrist 
James C. Flanagan of the University of Mich- 
igan said recently, ‘Too often Mom doesn’t 
talk to Pop, or Pop doesn’t talk to Mom, and 
neither talks to Junior.” One day Junior ex- 
plodes and is picked up by the cops. But if 
a child is sure that his parents love him, the 
chances that he will ever be tried in a juve- 
nile court are small. 

There has been a good deal of talk latel 
to the effect that we should get tough ‘with 
our juvenile delinquents. There is also talk, 
and some action, about getting tough with 
the parents; Senator Hendrickson’s commit- 
tee even has a bill forbidding the parents of 
delinquents to flee from their responsibili- 
ties across state lines. It is not likely to be 
more effective than other types of Mann Act 
legislation. The best that can be said for 
such a law is that it points its finger in the 
right direction. Patience, love, understand- 
ing and other nonpolitical qualities are the 
ultimate answer to this national problem. 
The best use of toughness is for parents to 
get tough with themselves. 


THANK HEAVEN FOR PUERTO RlGt 


One eyewitness of the shooting-up of Con- 
ress last week was Representative Edna Kel. 
iy (D., N.Y.). “No one can tell me there were 
pie six ae? says her report «(there 
were four). “I saw several more than that.” 
Moreover, Mrs. Kelly knew at once what 
moral to draw from this grim business. “The 
Puerto Rican issue is a tough break for Ha- 
waii and Alaska,” said she, “but I’m going 
to switch my stand. No statehood for non- 
Americans. From now on, I’m against it.” 

Mrs. Kelly’s farrago of nonsense contains 
one notion worth noticing: “The Puerto 
Rican issue.” Now just what might that be? 
There is, to be sure, a Puerto Rican problem 
in New York City, where some 300,000 re- 
cent immigrants have yet to be assimilated. 
There is also the problem of the few hun- 
dred Puerto Rican Nationalist fanatics like 
Lolita Lebrén; and there is the problem of 
the racial prejudice which some mainlanders 
still harbor against any dark skin—a prej- 
udice which is probably the root cause of 
the Nationalists’ political insanity. 

But Puerto Rico itself—that’s no issue. It 
is instead one of the few spots on the globe 
that all Americans can feel happy and hope- 
ful about these days. A decade ago it was an 
issue (Lire, Mar. 8, 1943). Indeed it was a 
scandal of slums, disease, overpopulation 
and poverty that one Senate committee actu- 
ally called “unsolvable.” But it was not un- 
solvable, for the Puerto Ricans are solving 
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According to a Chase National Bank re- 
port last year, Puerto Rico's increase in liv- 
ing standards since 1942 “tops that recorded 
anywhere in the world for the decade.” The 
figures show a 70% gain in real income per 
capita, despite a population increase of 18% 
in the same period. Anyone who has been 
lucky enough to visit the island recently 
will attest the miracle. Puerto Rico's stand- 
ard of living is now the highest in the whole 
Caribbean area; according to some authori- 
ties, it is the highest in all Latin America 
except for oil-rich Venezuela. Since 1948, 
when Governor Luis Mufioz Marin launched 
his famous “Operation Bootstrap” for in- 
dustrialization, 260 new factories have been 
built, about 50,000 jobs have been created, 
and the national income has risen by one- 
third. The rate of this induced boom contin- 
ues to rise every month. 

Nor is the miracle measured in dollars 
only. Since 1940 the Puerto Rican death 
rate has been halved, life expectancy in- 
creased by one third (from 46 to 61), school 
enrollment increased by 58%, paved roads 
by 62%, and new building starts by 520%. 
The building boom shames the mainland’s 
both in relative scope and in architectural 
taste. There is still plenty of poverty and up- 
hill work (jalda arriba) between Marin and 
his last campaign promise of $1,500 mini- 
mum income per family. But the average in- 
come is already around $2,000 per family vs. 


$3,100 in Mississippi. And the new indus- 
trial jobs and agricultural reforms have al- 
ready begun to deproletarianize the people, 
with the result that the birth rate is falling 
of its own accord, and the end of mass emi- 
gration is in sight. 

Muiioz Marin and his followers (the vast 
majority of the people) don’t want to be a 
colony, a state or a nation. They want (and 
have) what he calls a “political mutation,” 
a self-governing commonwealth freely asso- 
ciated with the U.S. This gives them some 
lucky advantages over other Latin countries, 
notably a stable currency, free trade with the 
States and no defense costs, while their tax 
autonomy enables them to offer new indus- 
tries special tax concessions, a powerful lure. 
But Puerto Rico has another asset that can’t 
be ascribed to luck. Like the lady mayor’s 
nice custom of sweeping San Juan’s streets 
twice a day, this asset could be freely imi- 
tated by any other Latin country, though 
few have done so. It is the honesty of Mufoz 
Marin and his government. There is, or was, 
a coconut in a San Juan shop window, carved 
in the governor's likeness and tagged “not 
for sale at any price.” Whatever his experi- 
ence with bribery in the rest of Latin Amer- 
ica, no American businessman doubts this. 
Such confidence is not earned overnight. 
It is the best of many reasons for betting on 
Puerto Rico and being glad of its free asso- 
ciation with the U.S.

HOW NEW TAX BILL CAN PROMOTE PROSPERITY 


Treasury Secretary finds we are coming out of our economic transition successfully, 
describes how proposed reform in taxation encourages better business and more jobs

JHILE I was working in my office the other day a businessman called 
me up from California. A large manufacturer, he had just come out 
ol ‘a meeting with his board ¢ “directors. “I want to know,” he said 
“whether or not the tax revision bill will be passed by the Congr 
Can you give me any assurances that it will?” Naturally I could only 
say that [ didn’t know, but that I felt strongly that it should be. 
/hen I asked him why, he said, “Our business has been slowing 
up. My company wants to spend several million dollars in a big sales 
campaign to get things moving again. If we are sure the new tax pro- 
gram will pass, the board of directors will approve the expense. If not, 
I doubt that I can talk them into it.” 

We get many such calls. In fact every day somebody telephones to 
ask the question, “Will we get that tax revision?” A widow called. 
She had a small savings account which she wanted to invest if she 
could only be sure that she would be relieved of double taxation (see 
box, next page) on the small investment she already had. The other 
day a food processor flew in from the Midwest to see us. His firm had 
developed a new product and he brought along a sample for me to taste. 
“We have tested this stuff in every way,” he said. “We know we can 
produce it and we are ready to build a brand new plant and hire several 
thousand people to make it and market it. But under present tax de- 
preciation provisions, the risk would be too great.” 

The interest of these people and thousands of others.in similar 
dilemmas shows what is at stake in the decision on taxes now before 
the Congress. In my opinion our tax program is a key to whether or not 
this country stays strong and growing. This program will breathe into 


American industry a new incentive that will create more and better 
jobs, more and better products and above all will bring our money 
affairs to a level of sanity. 

We have worked for more than a year on this program. President 
Eisenhower stressed the importance of tax revision in his first State 
of the Union message. The House Ways and Means Committee, under 
the direction of Chairman Daniel A. Reed, and the Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation began working together early in 1953. 
Last summer the Ways and Means Committee held some 50 days of 
hearings and heard testimony from more than 1,000 witnesses. Recom- 
mendations for changes were prepared and fully considered, That 
work has now been completed. The finished bill is being reported this 
week to the House of Representatives. It is a good joint product of the 
Congress and the Administration working together.

peacetime levels—$18 billion last year. If investe 
can be a big source for providing more and more jobs through 
ating new farms and factories and other places to work. Under the 
present tax laws, investment in ownership shares of Am 
terprise is taxed twice. This is the only case of double ta 
America. It penalizes investment in common stock wh 
vital to raising money for new ventures. Our new program begins 
to cut down this double levy and so helps create more jobs. 

About two thirds of the tax reductions from our new proposals 
will go directly to millions of individual taxpayers suffering from 
special hardships and unfair provisions. There will be larger dedue- 
tions for medical expenses and special deductions for working 
widows for the cost of baby sitters. Heads of families will receive 
benefits so that the death of a husband or wife will not bring a 
sharp increase in taxes at a time of great personal distress. Parents 
will be able to claim a child as a dependent even if the child makes 
over $600 a year in helping to earn his own living or working his 
way through college. Fairer consideration will be given i 
from pensions, and there will be a tax exemption up to § 
week of amounts received as sickness and accident benefits. 

Farmers’ soil conservation expenses will be given more liberal 
tax treatment. Farmers will be able to write off depreciation on 
their equipment faster and so be in position to buy new and better 
farm implements and tools. 

The tax problems that these provisions are intended to answer 
have brought a lot of people to my office. One was a policeman’s 
widow who represented a private group pension plan for widows of 
policemen and firemen. Under the present tax law, her group is 
meagerly treated compared to the tax advantages of those who fall 
under social security. She rightly thinks her group should get a 
better break, and if the Congress puts our program into law, it will 

We believe that further tax reduction should be made just as 
soon as further cuts in government spending are in sight. Taxes 
should go down by the reduction of rates all along the line so that 
all taxpayers are fairly treated 

It would be unrealistic to say that our tax program will be 
adopted by the Congress without opposition and without the dan- 
ger of undermining compromises. Indeed, in recent weeks a strong 
pressure has been felt to substitute for this program a lush cut 
in individual income taxes. An argument is brewing around a pro- 
posal to raise individual income tax exemptions from $600 to $800 
this year and to $1,000 next year.

All Americans ought to make 
some contribution to their government, in relation, of course, to 
what they can afford. Every American wants to pay his share. He 
doesn’t want to pass his fair share of the Jad off to some other 
fellow. As a matter of fact, he can’t. If he does, the load will be- 
come too heavy to bear for the other taxpayers with average in- 
comes, and the unbalanced structure will all come crashing down. 

2. Putting more money into the hands of consumers by raising 
tax exemptions is not the best way to stimulate the basic propel- 
ling force that makes jobs. Jobs make payrolls and payrolls make 
the money that makes for higher standards of living and pays the 
taxes as well. 

3. The proposal of the opposition is more than the budget can 
stand. It would cost us nearly $5 billion of lost revenue this year 
and nearly $8 billion next year. We are just beginning to get the 
recurrent deficits of the past years under control. This would be 
the worst possible time fre us to turn around and head back in 
the opposite direction. We would lose the confidence of all the 
people in the financial stability that we have gained, and confidence 
is vital to an expanding, growing economy. Many people forget, 
too, that we have already handed back more than $5 billion of tax 
money for this year to the people to spend as they choose. This was 
done by ending the excess profits tax and cutting government 
spending to make possible the 10% income tax reduction of Jan. 1. 

Moreover, the rest of our tax program will bring the total tax 
money handed back to the people this year to more than $7 billion, 
by far the greatest step in many years toward lightening the tax 
burden of the individual citizen. Those who would have us go fur- 
ther into debt by excessive and supposedly politically expedient 
tax cuts are really telling the American people: “Never mind. You 
won't have to pay the bill. You can get out of your obligation.” To 
be taken in by such a false philosophy at a time when we are not 
in war or in a real emergency would be a tragic mistake. 

‘There is no magic source of free, unlimited money. All that the 
government spends must finally be paid by taxes collected from 
the people. If taxes paid this year are less than we spend this year, 
the excess has to be borrowed. Whatever is borrowed has to be 
repaid later by the collection of taxes to repay it. All that we spend 
this year, over and above the taxes we pay this year, will just be 
added to the taxes we will have to pay in a later year. We can 
shirk our responsibility today and not pay our share, but only by 
passing it along to be paid a little later. Those who die in the mean- 
time will be ahead, if that is any comfort to them, but their share 
will be added to the burdens of their children and grandchildren.

INDOOR GARDENING requires few hours’ 


work a week, may be indulged at 


night or during bad weather and requires no stooping down. Most bugs and 
blights which the outdoor gardener must fight constantly are easily controlled. 


How to Have 
A Green Thumb in a Greenhouse 


COOL GREENHOUSE is kept between 40° and 50° 
at night, is best for an amateur to maintain (a warm 
greenhouse is kept at 60° or above). The fuel bill 
is smaller, insects and diseases are easier to control, 
Most greenhouse plants do best at a night temper- 
ature of 50° but will not suffer much if it is cooler. 


EQUIPMENT consists of benches for potting and 
plants, a soil bin, a rack for pots and seed flats, a 
cabinet with shelves. Tools needed are hand cull 

yators in various sizes, a watering can, pair of scis- 
sors, a trowel, a sprayer, a fine and a coarse sieve. 


WHAT TO GROW depends upon the tastes of the 
gardener. Many greenhouse owners succumb to a 
passion for some special flower such as orchids, ca- 
mellias, geraniums or tropical plants. Others find it 
more fun to grow a variety of plants so that some- 
thing will be in bloom most of the time. Some of the 
easiest flowers to grow, especially in a cool green- 
house, are freesias, iris, begonias, daffodils, prim- 
roses, snapdragons, calendulas, camellias, hyacinths, 
anemones, pansies and Boston yellow daisies. As- 
ters, gloxinias and gardenias do well under glass in 
the summer. So do tomatoes and melons. Among 
plants which bloom at all times of the year are nas- 
turtiums, morning glories, geraniums and oxalis. 


HOMEMADE GREENHOUSE off basement can be built 
with Fasi-Bild pattern using stock hotbed sash and stock- 
size lumber. Materials for 9x9-foot size cost about $200. 


HEATING a home greenhouse is most often done 
by extending the heating system of the main house 
or installing electric, oil, or bottled gas space heaters 
of kinds particularly suited for greenhouses. Heat 
can be brought through extra ducts from a central 
hot air system so long as the greenhouse is not open 
to the furnace room if artificial gas is used. A cen- 
tral steam or hot water system can be extended to 
a greenhouse which is within 125 feet of the main 
boiler. Proper heating equipment for an attached 
11x 13-foot greenhouse usually costs at least $250. 


VENTILATING a greenhouse is as important as 
heating it. Ventilators at the sides and top of the 
greenhouse provide flow of air, Since frequent ad- 
justment is necessary to suit changing weather con- 
ditions, automatic roof ventilators are convenient. 
For an attached 11x13 greenhouse they cost as lit- 
tle as $60. A greenhouse should not be crammed too 
full of plants or there will not be enough air to act 
as a cushion against sudden temperature changes. 


AUTOMATIC WATERING of the greenhouse can 
lated by a tensiometer which tells when mois- 
needed and turns on water through clec- 
trical controls. This system costs about $75 once 
pipes leading into each plant bench are installed.

A plan pays off 


for New Jersey

The despondent boy shown here is the father- 
less son of a destitute mother. An unmanage- 
able truant at the age of 9, he was sent to a 
state institution. While other boys gathered 
around the piano he sat apart clasping his head 
in his hands. As they were singing, “If you 
like-a me like I like-a you,” he groaned and 
cried out, “No!” He likes no one and is sure 
no one likes him. 

In one form or another this response, psy- 
chiatrists have found, is the response of most 
juvenile delinquents. To the boy who spends 
his days rifling candy stores, stealing cars or 
mugging, the world is a prison, constructed, 
stone upon stone, in his own mind. Injured by 
some segment of society (usually his own fam- 
ily) he sets himself (usually without knowing 
why) against all so A prisoner in mind, 
he frequently becomes a prisoner in body as 
well—in a state insti + 

The institu such boys are sent 
often work insidiously against them. No state 
knows this better, or is doing more about it, 
than New Jersey. Its officials know that though 
delinquent boys may be effectively removed 
from society, punishment too often fails to 
bring recognition of wrongdoing. For a delin- 
quent, unaware of the forces which formed his 
attitudes, cannot rationally repent. Confine- 
ment then seems unjust and proves to him 
that his attitude toward society was right. 

stem, delinquents are care- 
that only the necessary min- 
imum of security is imposed on them. Minor 
offenders are sent to institutions completely 
without walls, cells or armed guards (pp. 104, 
105). Psychiatric aid and staff consultations 
provide individual attention. Most of all, Jer-

One of the most useful functions of the Dia 
ic Center is to indicate which state ins 
best equipped to handle a boy or girl 
long-term basis correction usually re- 
The more hopeful cases will be sent to 
one of the “open” institutions shown on these 
pages. Annandale Farms (opposite), which has 
no walls or armed guards, looks like a small 
college. The boys live in cottages and can 
move about the grounds unsupervised. All 
girl delinquents in New Jersey are sent to 
open institutions. There are only a fourth as 
many girl delinquents as there are boys, and 
their problems, which mostly involve sexual 
promiscuity, are less complicated to handle. 
Each institution employs psychiatric care, 
group therapy and individual counseling, One 
of the most promising forms of treatment is 
being developed at Highfields, the old Lind- 
bergh home in Hopewell (below, left). Here a 
group of about 20 first offenders meets with 
the director, a sociologist, five nights a week 
to discuss each other's problems. With his 
subtle direction and the frank group criticism, 
they soon begin to see some of the factors 
which motivate their behavior. When a boy 
shows a genuine understanding of his deli 
quency, he is released. Even after that special- 
ly trained probation officers keep in helpful 
touch trying to assure that final good will 
come out of the dedicated work of the state 
and the boy's own efforts to redeem himself.

In 1948 @ young woman born of immigrant parents made social history 
by becoming Mrs. Winthrop Rockefeller and thus a member of one of 
America’s ‘families. Rumor and speculation have woven a gaudy 
legend around her, particularly since the breakup of the famous marriage 
and the subsequent publicity given to the argument over terms of a finan- 
cial settlement, which is reported to be near agreement. (Rumors have 
set the amount at $5.5 million, which would be the largest in history.) 
Now, for the first time, an intimate account of her fabulous life has been 
written in this article. The author is Mrs. Rockefeller’s oldest friend and a 
journalist by profession, currently associate editor of Pageant magazine. 


HEN I was 12 and beingcontrary, my mother sat down and, as 
a lotof people did in the mid-1930s, wrote Mrs. Roosevelt for 
idvice.

were as high as her beaus were handsome and who later married Joe 
Louis. The classmate who has become most famous, I guess, was an 
ebullient wheat-blond, athletic girl, sometimes called “Snowshoes” 
because of the floppy green sneakers she used to wear. As a child her 
name was Jievute Paulekiute. At Englewood she was Eva Paul. At 24 
she was Mrs. Richard Sears Jr., the wife of a proper Bostonian and 
Harvard man, who served in the Navy and the diplomatic service. At 
31, on Valentine's Day, 1948, she became Mrs. Winthrop Rockefeller, 
with the Duke and Duchess of Windsor and a smattering of Astors 
and Vanderbilts in attendance. Newspaper readers who have followed 
the story of her separation from Mr. Rockefeller know her as Bobo. 

I'm not qualified to discuss Bobo Rockefeller’s marital tangle, and 
if I were I wouldn’t write about it. But we've been friends off and on 
for the last 20 years. I have watched her grow into a 14-carat legend 
of our times. And because I know that a lot of the legend is false, 
Thave written her story as I know it.

va and I first met in our freshman year when we qualified as 
E finalists in the Girls’ Annual Posture Contest. We were standing 
in Tine, our spines poker straight, wearing green gym bloomers—next 
to swimming tank suits the most unflattering garb ever devised for the 
female form. The judge, Mrs. Lura Mahurin, in black bloomers and a 
white middy, was striding up and down, blowing shrilly on her whistle 
and shouting “Girls! Girls! Girls! Pull in your buttocks, please!” This 
fractured Eva and me and a girl alongside us named Norine Brown. 
In no time the three of us were fast friends and fiercely clubby in the 
way of adolescents. We called oursel “The Three Musketeers.” 
Norine was 13, vivid, black-eyed and Italian-Irish, with the Italian 
ascendant. She lived in a house whose kitchen was papered with Sun- 
day supplements, and her mother supported three young daughters 
—singlehanded, as I remember it—by working in a Salvation Army 
clothing depot. That’s how Norine came by a slightly balding coon- 
skin coat which she wore to football games. She moved in an electric 
world of Army generals, colonels and captains, and she often dragged 
me to soul-saving rallies, where I learned war chants like I Love Him 
Better Every Day. The Lutheran service, with its stately liturgy, 
seemed pretty tame by comparison, but my father put his foot down 
when I suggested that I resign from the Bethel Swedish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Englewood in favor of the Salvation Army,

She was the neighborhood tomboy and charmer, She played 
interchangeably on both the girls’ and boys’ baseball teams, 
splashed in the swimming pool at the Mark White Square Park 
and fearlessly swam off the rocks at Lake Michigan when the waves 
were choppiest and the warning signals were up. She's a real prod- 
uct of the Chicago park and school systems, and she remembers 
both with pride and affection. A great patron of the public library, 
she read through Les Miserables and those interminable 20-volume 
girl romances, like the Campfire Girls, and devoured the Horatio 
Alger books hawked at the local dime store. 

In our day Englewood High at 62nd and Stewart was a vast, 
amorphous ‘nhool: dappled by the shade of old elms. The student 
body was becoming more and more polyglot. (The official History 
of Englewood High School lists stich prominent graduates as Har- 
old Ickes, City Manager Clarence Dykstra, Writer Milton Mayer 
and the assistant editor of the American Hairdresser magazine.) 

In 1933 the enrollment was about 4,500—35% Negro, the rest 
richly spiced with Lithuanians who, like Eva, commuted by street- 
car from Back of the Yards. As a lot they were blond, tall and hand- 
some, studious and clannish, and they always snagged a good num- 
ber of class offices. 
~ Our favorite teacher, by all odds, was Mrs. Florence Manley, 
who officially taught Latin and unofficially racial tolerance and in- 
dependent thinking. 

Eva and I—the joiners of our trio—sang in the glee club, shook 
tambourines as gypsy dancers in the school operetta and rose to 
high rank in the Civic Industrial Committee, a ruse for getting 
students to tidy up the halls under the illusion that they were 
members of a secret society. 

While I was breaking in as a journalist on the “E Weekly, Eva

joined the rhythm class, in which, barefoot and swathed in yards 
‘of mosquito netting, she bounded and leaped as inspiration moved 
her, She had real talent and until she was 15 had notions of be- 
coming a ballet dancer. Norine, Eva and I were most famous, how- 
ever, as the Englewood girls’ horseshoe team. We permitted no 
one else to muscle in on this, though we did let personable young 
men watch from the sidelines. Every day, perhaps inspired by the 
male attention, we doggedly pitched from 3:15 to 5 in the school- 
yard. By the end of our sophomore year we looked like Russian 
lady generals with athletic medals and Sunday-school attendance 
bars clanking halfway down to our knees 

Mrs, Paul baked homemade bread and packed delicious, nourish- 
ing sandwiches for Eva and Isabel, but Eva was just as humiliated 
to have to eat them in the school cafeteria as the boy who sat next 
to her was to break out his gefiillte fish. It was not chic to eat in 
the school cafeteria, so we sneaked off to a Greek restaurant to 
gorge on French fries, spaghetti, chicken salad plainly made of 
veal and chocolate malteds. ‘This penchant for restaurants got us 
into our only real trouble at Englewood. 

Mrs. Manley’s husband, also a teacher, died one day, School was 
dismissed the fine, balmy morning of his funeral so that we could 
all attend. Instead, Norine, Eva and I went to a chop suey parlor 
and had a long, sybaritic lunch with innumerable pots of tea. 

About 2 p.m, we swaggered back to school and found that every- 
one had been back in class for an hour. We were to report to the 
principal's office. I was terrified. It was my first brush with author- 
ity and “what will the congregation think?” had been drilled into 
me for years. By contrast, Norine and Eva were spunky and pre- 
pared to take their medicine. Stern Mr. Post, the first-year prin- 
cipal, surveyed us coldly and said he was about to call our parents. 
I quaked, my chin quivered and I began to sob. I begged him not 
to call my fathe 

Mr. Post reconsidered. He wrote notes to Norine’s mother and 
to Eva's, but he let me go scot free, perhaps in deference to my 
father’s position in the community. After that there was an ele- 
ment of guilt in my relations with Norine and Eva. There still is— 
two decades later—and neither Bobo nor Norine has let me forget. 


Romance with a “Prince ot Progres 


GUESS Eva was the most popular freshman in the school. 

Trackman Al Kuraitis, a great catch, wrote morosely in my 
1933 yearbook (dedicated to Technocracy), “I think your girl 
friend has too many boyfriends and treats me like 2¢,” and in hers, 
"T'm dyin’ the death of a dog.” Eva easily captivated the junior 
class president, a staid young Swede named Edmund Lindblom, 
who was to win the astonishing title of “Prince of Progress” in a 
contest run by the 1933 World’s Fair and the Chicago Daily Times. 

‘That first year we took to wearing lipstick (wiping it off carefully 
before going home), hair ribbons and bras. Eva, Norine and I fan- 
cied we looked like Ann Harding, Kay Francis and Myrna Loy, 
respectively. Eva entered a contest being held at the Stratford The- 
ater on 63rd Street called “Do you look like a movie star?” and 
when she walked on stage as Ann Harding, the applause was deafen- 
ing. She won hands down.

Over the next few years she entered so many contests they blur 
in her memory. She took them lightly enough on the surface, but 
they meant something to her—fame or better things or Hollywood 
or all three. Most of the time, honest to God, she looked like a 
little Eva. “I won most of those beauty contests wearing low- 
heeled shoes, no make-up and long curls,” she says. “It was tough 
trying to look like Jean Harlow in flat heels and no make-up.” 

The Three Musketeers broke up at the end of our sophomore 
year, Norine went to a parochial school. Eva’s mother had married 
one of her suitors, amiable, easygoing Peter Neveckas, a neighbor- 
hood carpenter; and now they pooled their resources and bought a 
farm four miles south of Lowell, Ind., 40 miles from Chi r 
six months or so, Eva says, they called Mr. Neveckas 
after that it was “Pop.”

Eva lunched with a Japanese prin- 
cess at the fair and Texas Guinan invited 
her to visit her famous supper club, Eva's 
first visit to a nightclub. Texas invited 
her to sit down in a gag chair wired with 
electricity. Despite the shock, Eva sat 
prim and poised, intent on keeping dig- 
nified and innocently spoiling the joke. 
Before long Eva was studying modeling in Chicago. I entered 
the University of Chicago; Norine married an Italian boy and 
went to live with her in-laws. 

Every now and then Eva would drop by the parsonage unex- 
pected. Once she told me she was going to night classes at 
Northwestern and was modeling in the daytime. Another time she 
turned up at Norine’s looking very svelte on the arm of Ed Lind- 
blom, When she was 19 she went to New York, and I wasn’t to 
see her or hear from her until 1947. I remember that Norine and 
I got photos from New York of Eva in evening dress emerging 
from a posh apartment house. 

In 1947, atta editorial jobs in various places, I was living in 
Mexico City where I was helping set up a government infor 
tion service. In August I came to New York to invite a number 
of American V.I.P.s to visit Mexico. One fiercely hot morning I 
walked into the Barbizon-Plaza drugstore for a cup of coflee— 
and there was Eva.

Yikes! Good heavens! 


HE looked wonderful, deeply tanned, blond as ever, dressed 

simply in yellow linen and bedecked with a charm bracelet and 
a watch that obviously cost money. We fell on each other's necks 
with cries of “Yikes!” (from her) and “Good heavens!” (from 
me). We arranged to meet that afternoon. We dropped in to ‘Til- 
fany’s, where Eva spent $40 or so on a new golden bauble for her 
charm bracelet, which celebrates the important events in her life. 
These days it’s strung with a theater mask (she has been on the 
stage), an Eiffel Tower (she has lived in Paris), a broken heart, a 
Flying Red Horse (trademark of Socony-Vacuum, a Rockefeller 
firm), a crystal slipper, a baby carriage, a cowboy boot (she has 
been in Reno). Nothing as yet represents the stormy events of 
the past nine months or so. 

We retired to a deep sofa in the St. Regis, ordered a couple of 
Martinis and spent hours catching up with each other. Her a 
astounded me. It was no longer pure Chicago but a kind of hall 
theatrical, half-Bostonian compound. She was just back from 
Paris, she said, where she'd been living for some time. By then 
she had also lived in Boston, Jacksonville, San Francisco, Holly- 
wood and Washington, as demanded by her husband’s naval and 
diplomatic career and her own in the theater. Now, after 614 years 
of marriage, she was going to divorce him, amiably. She'd been in 
the theater for some 10 years, had worked up to leads in road 
shows of You Can't Take It With You and School for Brides, had 
won praise from Walter Huston. Still, the game didn’t seem worth 
the candle. She was 30 now, and “if you're not a raving, tearing 
success by then,” she observed, “you never will be.” She would 
rather raise a family. 

She was living in a flat on Third Avenue, near 54th, with her

sister Isabel, who was still single. She got the flat rent free since 
the Searses owned the building. Her name, she told me, was no 
longer Eva. She had changed it to Barbara because there was 
another Eva Paul in the theater, and lately people had been calling 
her Bobo, a nickname her father-in-law had coined. 

“What are you going to do now?” I asked. She was reluctant 
to say, because if some columnist got hold of this item . . . 
“Trust me,” I urged. “Well, I’m in love,” she announced ebul- 
hently. His name was Win—Winthrop Rockefeller. 

Early on Feb. 14, 1948, I was asleep in a hotel room in Mex- 
ico City when the phone rang. It was Norine with the news 
that Eva had married Winthrop Rockefeller, and wasn’t it abso- 
lutely fantastic? 

I was incredulous when I read the clippings Norine sent me. 
Eva—or rather, from now on, Bobo—had “stolen the world’s 
most eligible bachelor from under the nose of every debutante and 
scheming society mother in the U.S.A.” The accounts made her 
sound as if she came from either a coal mine or a debutante cotil- 
lion, and neither, of course, was true. One news story claimed 
she made her “debut” in Chicago in 1933, the year we were pitch- 
ing horseshoes. The tabloids made vague references to “slums,” 
“shanties” and a coal miner father, and that wasn’t all true either. 
Tt would have been more accurate to call her a farmer's daughter. 

Ed Lindblom suddenly came to prominence in an interview in a 
Chicago paper on his tame romance with Bobo. By now he was a 
stoutish, married man, a minor company executive, but he said, 
“T'll never forget her.” “Dreamily and with a sigh,” the story ran, 
“Lindblom recalls the blue-eyed blonde with whom he kept com- 
pony. ‘We went together for two years but then (sigh) something 

appened,’ he said.” From then on, of course, I and the rest of 
the world read of Bobo often, in Vogue, in newspapers, reporting 
that she was one of the 10 best-dressed women of 1949, that she 
was committee chairman of a charity ball, ete. 

In 1951 I was back in Chicago, working at the university and 
living once more in the parsonage because of a family illness. 
read about the foundering of the famous marriage and knew Boho 
was back in Lowell living with her folks, too. One bitter cold morn- 
ing in February the phone rang. “This is Eva,” said a familia 
voice. “I’m in Chicago for the day. Let’s have lunch.” She set it 
for the Pump Room. 


The headwaiter bowed double 


KNEW, of course, that Bobo was a full-blown celebrity, but I 

wasn’t prepared for the reception we got when we walked into the 
Ambassador East. The headwaiter bowed double, like a true Bemel- 
mans waiter, and waved us to the No. | table. People frankly stared 
at us and buzzed. A phone was plugged in; it was Irv Kupcinet, the 
Chicago Sun-Times gossip columnist. Then the society columnist 
for the Daily News. Then the Tribune. Some strange female sidled 
up with the news that an ex-nursemaid of Bobo’s had stolen her 
private mail and was trying to market it all over town for $1,000. 
‘Any interest? “Nonsense,” snapped Bobo. A photographer popped 
up from behind a potted palm and a flashbulb went off. A photo 
appeared next day in the Trib; we never looked more forlorn. Later 
it hung, blown up four or five times, in the Tribune building, cap- 
tioned: PERSONALITY OF THE YEAR: BOBO ROCKEFELLER and friend, 

Again I caught up on Bobo’s news. She was living on the farm, 
cooking three meals a day for four people: her son, mother, father 
and herself. Whatever time she had left from chores she spent 
reading voraciously. She had written a novel years before in Jack- 
sonville, when Richard Sears was in the Navy and she had nothing 
to do in the mornings. It was about young theater folk and the war; 
and the ending was unhappy. Once when she was in a group | 
ing with Michael Arlen in Hollywood, he'd said brightly, “Every- 
one here is a writer except Bobo.” “Oh no,” she piped up, “I’m 
one too.” A Doubleday editor who was there asked to see her novel 
and, though dismayed by the spelling (“lettus” for lettuce), he 
thought it had merit and asked her to rework part of it. 

Since her family were Lake County property owners, she went 
to meetings of the local farmers’ club. Having glimpsed polities on 
an upper level in Washington and Paris, she was intrigued by its 
local manifestations. On weekends it wasn’t unusual for 20 or 30 
friends and relations to descend on the farm, and in the summers 
there were picnics on the lawn. Winnie, her son, was a doll but a 
handful. She was enrolling him in a Methodist Sunday school. She 
was going to dye her hair black to escape so much attention. She 
was planting evergreens around the house to shelter it [rom curi- 
ous sightseers who drove by in coveys on Sundays. 

Suddenly she said, “How’s about looking up Norine?” I hadn’t 
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| Room, Bobo was caught by photographer who hid behind a potted palm. 
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the vaguest notion of where to look, but Bobo pulled out an old 
enyelope with an address on it. So we went off in a cab, winding up 
at 115th and South Park, not far from the South Chicago steel 
mills, There was a sign—THE CUPBOARD: PIZZERIA AND BAR, 
PIZZAS TO TAKE OUT. Obviously the wrong place. Nevertheless we 
got out and investigated. A lady surrounded by a circle of black- 
eyed children looked up froma table groaning with pizzas and 
“spaghetti. It was Norine. “Why, come on in,” she said, without 
batting an eyelash. 

Bobo, who had been feverish all afternoon, promptly succumbed 
to a case of bronchitis and stayed on in the apartment over the 
pizzeria for four or five days. For two of them we sat around talk- 
ing. Norine was now married to her second husband, Jimmie 
Gelsosomo, who cooked a wonderful pizza. It was a family enter- 
prise; even the kids helped out. I remember Bobo sitting propped 
up in bed, with a wool muffler wound around her throat, spinning 
tales about Italy for the kids. She sketched pictures of palazzi and 
described Rome and Venice and said no, she'd never met the Pope. 

Word soon spread throughout the mills and as far away as Calu- 
met City that a genuine Rockefeller was to be seen at The Cupboard. 
Business thrived. Bobo, who referred to herself lightly as “Mrs. 
Rockii DUS, ” met everyone cordially and easily. “Not in the least 
uppity,” was the waiters’ verdict. On the third night Bobo suddenly 
‘recalicd she was due at a formal dinner at the Marshall Field IIIs’. 
So she phoned Lowell and asked her mother to send over her din- 
ner clotes. They arrived via messenger—a mink coat was casually 
rumpled up in a suitease, along with a Dior blouse and a $7.95 skirt 
from Lerner’s. She swept off in grand style, fever and all. I'm sure 
she was no less at home at the Fields’ than at The Cupboard. 

Sometime afterward I met the second Mrs. Robert Maynard 
Hutchins, who was present at the dinner party with Bobo. Mrs. 
Hutchins had been Mr. Hutchins’ secretary before their marriage. 
I said Bobo had mentioned her. “What did she say about me,” 
asked Mrs. H. impishly and with obvious curiosity, “that I was 
another girl who made good?”

OBO and her son now live in New York, as most newspaper 

readers know, at 770 Park Avenue. I live about 15 blocks 
away and we often visit back and forth. At5, Winthrop Paul Rocke-

mother. The conversation this time revolved about the value of 
shock treatment, as before it had about the ordeals of fashion 
reporting and antique grape dishes. 

‘We were all given tightly packed Christmas stockings by Bobo. 
Winnie complained that his stocking hadn’t held quite everything 
he expected. Bobo told him that when she was young all she got 
for Christmas in her stocking was nuts, candy, fruit. “How come?” 
asked Winnie. “‘That’s because we were poor,” she explained. 
"Well, how come Santa Claus treats poor people like that?” he 
countered. She thought her way quickly out of that one by say- 
ing, ‘Santa Claus is a messenger boy for the people who love you 
best and they give you the very best they can.” 

There’s no doubt that Bobo fascinates the public. On ordinary 
days her mail yields about 30 letters. When the headlines are hot 
she gets 200 to 300. She sorts them into CRANK, REQUESTS, OFFERS 
OF SERVICES and FOREIGN LETTERS categories. They run about 85% 
sympathetic, 

“Since I, like you, am of Lithuanian origin,” ran a letter from a 
man who lives in Bridgeport, “T feel keenly the social handicaps 
we sometimes have to face in our relations with persons in higher 
society. We are proud of you. You have never tried to disguise 
your birth.” 

Recently I made a trip back to Chicago. One afternoon I took 
the old State Street car and went browsing around Bridgeport. The 
houses are tidier than ever and spruced up with fresh paint and 
new roofs, Thousands of DPs have moved to Chicago and the 
Lithuanian population there now numbers about 100,000. Bobo 
has become something of a local folk heroine, I gather. The editor 
of a Lithuanian paper, who’s been at his job for some 40 years in 
Bridgeport, said he didn’t really follow her story very closely since 
he had other things on his mind. But he seemed to know of her 
every move. “Maybe it all goes to prove,” he said, “that you 
should marry your own kind.” The ladies in Bridgeport, he told 
me, follow her story avidly, and their national pride rises and falls 
with triumphs and defeats. When some snide gossip columnist 
cracks, “What can you expect from the daughter of a Lithuanian 
coal miner?” they are deeply offended and say so. 

In her own way Bobo is highly conscious of social distinctions, 
no question about it, and she has given the subject considerable 
thought. When we were discussing it recently, she declared, "/ 
tually, it’s easier to go from the bottom to the top a 
whole middle class. My mother was a strict, old-fashioned Euro- 
pean. She wasn’t too different from the correct Bostonians I hob- 
nobbed with during my first marriage.” 

Such hobnobbing as Bobo does nowadays is mostly confined 
to 770 Park. She rarely goes out. During the day she consults 
with lawyers and trust experts, a long, long line of them, and 
looks after Winnie. In the evenings, when she does not have 
guests, she reads about trusts and finance and tax laws, just 
as she has always boned up on anything that provoked her in- 
terest. Personal Estate Planning in a Changing World by Rene 
Wormser is one of her curtent texts. Why not? “If you're going 
to have any money at all,” she explains, “you might as well 
know how to handle it intelligently.”
